A chiange hias been made in - the office
of the Assistant Commissioner of the
Buréau of liefugees, Freedmen and
Abandoned Laods for the State of Loun-
jsiand. Mr. Conway lus been rulieved,
aud 1 have temporatily assumed  the du-
tics of said  oflice, Defore progressing
further in my work I wish to address to
vou the following pliin words. The ve~
marks will perhaps propeily apply to
But few, for I believe thut uearly all ok
you fully nnderstand the relation to whiclr
vou stand towards the Government and
tlie white people; thut you cudeavor to
observe that relation ; and that you are
in the main iudustiousy hovest and
frugal. ;

The Government has - made yo free.
You can now work for sucl employers as
yon may desire ; you cau control and use
your own wages, and you can sue and
obtain justice in the State courts, as other
freedinen did when you werd in a state of
glavery.  For what more can  you ask.

* Slavery has passed away,. und you ‘are

now on trial, It is for you to prove that
you are able te take care of yoursclves,
and that you deserved to he  made free.
la the abrupt chunge brought about by
the sudden passing away of slavery, you
required. some  assistauce—some power

. that would teke care of you for the time,

and that would properly direct you ina
new path of life.  Thercfore the Bureau
of Refugees, Freedmen and Abandoned
Fands was established. Dut you must
not mistake the objeets of this Depart-
ment. Itisnot the intention of e
oflicer= of the Bureau to nurse and pam-
per you, to feed and clothe you, orto
give'you any privileges that other pers
sons do not enjoy. Neither will you be
shielded and protected when you do
wrong, fr you will then be placed i the
Lauds of the awilitary sutbority or the
eivil courts for trial. The object of the
Burcau was merely to protect you when
you were debarred from tbe benefits of
the law, and to teach you bow to live
and labor as free men.  You caunot al
ways have this help which a generous
Government has offered you. Soon 1t

will be withdrawn andif you cannot|

then live without it you do not deserve
to be free.

You are now working for yoursclves,
and you have every inducement to be
indnstrious and frugal; faithful to-your
employ ers and honest* By =o doing you
will soon gain the confidence of the com-
munity, and all men will respect you and
treat you fairly and kindly. Yon must
now try and lay by as much of your wages
as possible; thus you will soon be abla
to buy Jand and establish your sclves in
bustess, and then when old age comes
you will have the means to live in peace
and comfort. You must remember that
you bave no masters now to take care of
you in sickness and in old age.

Some few of you have the mistaken
notion that freedom means liberty to be
jdle. This is a great mistake. There is
work for every person in this country,
and idlers and vagrants will not be toler«
ated. Tlose of you who have goneto
the cities and cannot get work to do
must lcave them and go back to the

lantations, where all can be employed.

o not fear that you will not be paid for
vour labor, for the law will protect you.
The planters will give you good wages,
and vour work will be of benefit both to
them and yonrsclves.

There is no way for you to live but by
Tard work. - I believe, now that you are
free, that you will work better than ever;
but if you do mot work of your own ac~
cord, or if the law can not compel you to
work, then you must leave the country,
and tlie good opportunities that you now.
have of gaining a living and making
yourselves independent, will be given te.
wore deserving  persons. I advise you
all to return te your old plantations,
where yon have been kindly treated, for
there you are known and there you can
get better wages.

You must not suppose that your for-
mer masters have become your cnemics
becauss you are free! All good men
smong them *will properly recognize younr
relations towards them as free laborers,
and you tan gain the confdence and
good willof all others by being industri~
ous and fathful, and by living up to yonr

, contructs, -Neither fear that you will
loose your freedom, for your former mas-
ters ackuowedge it, and it will be defen-
ded by the Hovernment.

Ghis thing you must learn above all
others—a voitract must be sacredly ob-
served. If youengage to work, and then
through no fadt on the part of yourem-
ployer you do mt do so, or cease to work
after baving conmenced, or do not work
wilk your emplorers will lose all confi-

dence in you, they will not then be oblized
to pay yon your waes, and you will not
again be Lired, In the absence of civil
law regalating agrewments between  the
whites and yonrselves, contracts for lire
have heen made for you by the agents of
this Byreau and by military oflicers, For
the present yonr wazes are seeured by a
lier on the crops which yuun ure produ-
cing : bot as the civil law cannot afford
releif to the planters, they have no  way
to make yon perforin your part of the
contract.  lustrnetions will, therr*rre
' be given to all offiecrs and agents of the
| Binrean to compel those of yon who do
#not du sy to work and fulfil your obliga-
s tions, unless you have been unfairiy dealt
with by vour employers. Az eoon as these
anntrrcts expire you mmet make newones
ehnilar to them fur the coming year, for
vou must remember timt youw wrg work-
inf for yonrselvess and if you do not re-
new your coritracts, and live up to them,
you will. bave no means of living, ™ for in
that case you will be able to got assistance
from Bo person, :

You must not lielieve the idle and ma-
licinug stories that have been told you by
bad men as to what the Govermment in-
tends to do for yon. - All has been done
for vou that you can expeet. Neither ra-
tions, nor elothing, nor mules, no wagons
nor working implements will be given to
you hereafter.  The most that will be
done by the Government will Le o fur-
nish assistance to the aged and infirm—
those who cannot work; and this. assiss
tance will not be furnished when_ . the
State can take care of sueh persons, No
land will be given you. Alrenly a larce
quantity of the laud that wus Leld by
i this Burean has been returned to its own-
i ers, and even hadd it not been returned,
1 it would not have been given to vou or
divided amongst ven,  There is no possi-
ble way by wiiicl yon can procwre honses
and lands for yoursclves but by working
hard and saving your wages. Then you
will huve the means to purchase such, a=
other persons have done,

The Government will not do more fin
you than for the white Jaborers who are
vour oeighbors, and it is not proposed to
divide up the lands in the South for
them, nor do they . expect or dem:nd
suh action. The Government haus made
you free and it will protect you in - your
frecdom, It will do wothing . more,
The only change hat you mnst ex-
peet next Christnms and New  Year's,
is that you munst then muke new
coutracts to work and for hire for the
coming year. :

I hiave addressed you thus plainly,
orler that you may all understand what
[ say. Now lot me repeat, that you newl
have no fear of heing again  reduced to
slavery. The Govermnent will protect
you in your freecdom for all time to come

General Council of the
Protestant Episcopzal
Church in the Late
Confederate States.

This ecclesiastical “body, compased of
Bishops, Clerzymen and Laymen from
Dioceses in sundry Sounthern States, met
pursuant to appointment three )‘enrs' ago,
in Augusta, Georgia, Nov. 8. The
Dishops of Virginia, Georgia, Alabama
and Mississippi were present, with depu-
tics, clerical and lay, from their Dio®scs,
and also from South Carolina, whose
Bishop was detained at  home by illucss
eo'nseqtienb upon the operation lately on
his eyes. The Bishop of Florida also
was expected, but from some cause un-
konown did not appear. The house of
Deputies was organized by the clection
of the Rev. C.C. Pincknrey, of S.C, to
the Presidency, and of the Rev: J. Mi
Mitchell, of Ala., ns the Secretary, The
next important questions before the Coun-
cil were of resunion with the Protestant
Episcowurch in the United States
of the h, and of the course proper to
be pursued i reference’to the military
order which has closed the Ipiscopal
Churclies in Alabama and suspended: the
Bishop and Clergy of that Diocese from
ther functions.  Ou bothy these matters,
which were disenssed unreservedly and
in the best temper, the decisions of the
Council were unanimous, and are ex-
pressed in the following. resolutions and
profests : '

Action of the General Councl of the
Lpiscopal Gloureli in Reference o Re~
union with the General Convention.
Wneras, The several Pioceses, which
we as Bishops and Deputies, represent at
this Couneil, were impelled by  political
events to seperate in a legislative capac-
ity from the Protestant Ipiscopal Churel
in the United States, and did decide on
groundssanctioned by Holy Scripture and
primitive antiquity, to unite together and
adopt for theiv Dbetter government and
more convenicnt action, a constitution
and code of canons, and did meet in pur-
suance of that Constitution ‘in General
Council in November, 1862.

3. That inasmuch a8 the change re~
eammended in ths firegoing resolntion

cannot e legolly “comipleted until the
next meeting of this conneil under the
cirenmstances it should in the meantime
have the force of law, o any Diocese
when approved by its Disliop and the
Diocesenn  conncil. ' 5

4th, That ench Diocese now in  éon-
neetjon with this Council shall be gover-
ned by the Constitution and  Cauons
thereof until such time as it shall have
declaved itg withdrawsl “therefrom, ns
herain provided for.

We are informed
by buth of these authorities—the one existent,
theother expectant—that ‘the freedmen are ex~
pected to enter into contracts for labor, and to
keep these contracts, That is what wany of
them have failed to do; and il wos absurd to
expect it, immediately suceceding go complete
a revolution in their wlhole condition. It
would not Le wide to anlicipate that any regu-
lation will sneceed, in any complete degree. in
producing this result. But the experiment
must be tried. There is no dodgingit. TLetus
ge thon earnestly to work. Let us make all
dueallowances for the ignorant nnd beniglted
condition of the colored rnse—more . sinned
sgaiost than sinning—let not the insubordina,
tien or ingratitndeof a few months unaccus. |
tomed license, estrange the kindly velations of
alifelime, aye, of generafions.  Let cach ofus
who employ them as laborers essny the task in
aspirit of justice and generosity, starting out
with the recoanition of the legul fact, thnt they
are tree, and therefore entitled to centract, and
to have their just confracts cnforced. Their
preseut unenlighlened condition entitles them
to onr generous forbearance and cousideration.
They must be brought by enltivation to ap-
proach the standards which "actuate the white
man; and when we look around us and see how
many whito men will starve rather than work,
do not let us be too easily discouraged in our
efforts in this experiment. Weo beliove that a
firm exhibition of justice, mingled with s kind,
forbearing, generous spirit, Wwill do muel to
Improve their condition and their value as la-
borers. We know furthior, too, that our lite]
slaveholders are a generous, lofty nsople, and
may well be trusted with their late slaves with
rare exceptions.  We koow, unfartunately (hat
there are exceptions, who if' not restrained bol},
by lnw and by, the moenl influence of the com-
maunity, would add difficulties and emharrass-
ments to noy system which may be adopted.
These difficulties are Lidavy and numerous at

best. Tt will require prudence, dicretion and
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a wholesome public opiuion to preserve socicty
from great disorders. That public opipion
must bo brought to hear hoth to protect the
righta of the freedmen and the rights of society;
for if it be one-sided it will not only be value-

| less, but it will involve ug in diffieulty andkeep

alive the pernicions mtermeddling with onr in-
ternal affairg, which we believe has resulted in
the utler wreck of the white man's prosperity,
and the bluck man's hanpinesy in the South, *
fur & long time at least.
